On November I8, I963, the U.S. SEC.ET SERVICE advised the DALLAS 
POLICE DEPARTI-aNT that KR. JOINT 7. ICSNNEDY, Pa'iSIDSIIT 07 THE 
UNITED STATES v/ould visit DALLAS on November 22, I 963 . MR. ITENNEDY 
was scheduled to spealc at a luncheon sponsored by the DALLAS 
CITIZEN'S COUNCIL. This luncheon was to be at the DALLAS TRADE 
MART located on STEi-u-IONS EXPRESSWAY at INDUSTRIAL BLVD, 

Prior to this announcement, there had been numerous rumors that 
MR. KENNEDY would visit DALLAS. Because of these rumors, the Crim- 
inal Intelligence Section had increased its efforts in attempting 
to gather data concerning known extremist and subversive groups 
in DALLAS. This section had previously been successful in infil- 
trating a number of these organizations; therefore the activities, 
capabilities, personalities and future plans of these groups were 
knovra. 

Members of the Criminal Intelligence Section frequently kept known 
members of these groups under surveillance to determine associa- 
tions and movements.
